For such aliena- 
tion of property, the same authorities granted, 
1659, one thousand acres of wild land to 
Dorchester. As well known the island was 
partially improved, 1833, for the education 
of indigent boys, and has been continually so | 
the summer of 1835.

the lads, who were thus benevolently cared 
for, and were of the Boston Asylum, had | 
their vious residence in the once elegant 
mansion of Sir William Phips, then at the 
north end of Boston. As he obtained treas- 
ure from a wreck, which brought him for- 
tune and title, so may they, their compan- 
ions and successors, derive from their priv- 
ileges, the durable riches and.elevation of in- 
tellectual and moral worth. 

Our next advance was between Deer and 
Long islands These have been already 
named, as conveyed to Boston. They com- 
mand the only avenue for large vessels to 
the inner harbor. The former was appro- 
priated by the town, 1641, so that its rent 
should assist to support their free school. 
It still remains in their possession, as a relic 
of their ancient estate. It was among the 
localities which Governor Andros resolved 
should be sequestered But a short time 
prior to his deposition by the people, its 
tenants were turned upon the water in a 
snow storm, and its premises given to in- 
truders. Such procedure gave strength to 
the popular purpose for his overthrow 
This being soon accomplished, the island 
was returned to its rightful claimants. It 
still remains as a monument to the truth, 
that ‘the Old Bay State” has never afforded 
1 resting place for tyranny.

All scriptural views 
of the sacredness of human life ; the numer- 
ous prohibitions of retaliation and revenge 
which the New Testament contains; the re- 
straint which it requires us to put upon all 
our natural passions and sinful tendencies ; 
the love to enemies which it enjoins; the 
promises of security which it makes to those 
who trust in God, and of gracious acceptance 
to those who suffer rather than sin; the 
mighty influence which it ascribes to benevo- 
lent action in overcoming evil and conquer- 
ing the evil doer; the examples which it fur- 
nishes both in the history of the Savior him- 
self, and that of his followers; as well as the 
entire absence of every thing that can be con- 
strued into either a direct or an indirect 
sanction from the Author of Life, to destroy 
it by the indiscriminate and ruthless slaugh- 
ter of the battle-field,—do appear to this com- 
mittee to imply a condemnation of war, from 
which there is bo escape.

inability, for not doing it, and yet denies the 
truth of your interpretation of this passage in every 
particular, and calls in question the wisdom of 
your whole course, ought he for this to be earn- 
estly and unceasingly exposed and resisted by 
every friend of truth, of God and of man?

To overthrow slavery, it is not enough merely to 
accumulate extravagant charges against all slave- 
holders, and to try to exaggerate their guilt to the 
highest point, and to call all efforts to give a can- 
did and discriminating view of their condition, dif- 
ficulties, and temptations, apologizing for slave- 
holders. ‘There are some other things much more 
important than making severe charges ; they are, in 
making charges, To sPEAK THE TRUTH, and in 
action to coincide with the principles adopted by 
God in his providence and word. God has never 
sanctioned slavery, but he has converted slave- 
holders and communed with them continuing such, 
through life. Has he ever done the like with 
murderers of father and of mother and whore- 
mongers, and sodomites and liars and perjured 
persons, whilst so remaining ? 

Nor is the reason of this difference obscure. 
The legal relation of slaveholder gives power, but 
does not enjoin or enforce a malevolent use of it. 
It may be used for good. It may be used against 
the selfish ends and spirit of the system, just as 
the power given in the lawful organic relation of

IRELAND. 

Meeting of the Dublin Corporation.—A meeting 
of the committee of the Corporation appointed to 
inquire and report with reference to the potato 
disease, was held on Tuesday, in the City Assem 
bly-rooms. ‘The Lord Mayor presided. Alderman 
O'Connell addressed the committee at some length, 
and pictured the awful consequences that would 
inevitably result both to life and property in Ire- 
land, unless prompt and decisive measures were 
adopted to mitigate the calamity. In his opinion 
there was but one course to be adopted—the ex- 
portation of corn and provisions of every kind 
should be prohibited, distillation and brewing stop 
ped, and the ports opened for the admission of for- 
eign grain, duty free. The admirable example set 
by the King of the Belgians and by the govern- 
ments of Russia and Turkey should be acted upon. 
The calamity was so great that the government 
were bound to assist the people. 

RUSSIA, 

The War in the Caucasus.—The number of 
Russian soldiers who died of fever during the last 
six months may be estimated at 5,000 men, and 
the progress of the malady is far from being check- 
ed. ‘Thus the total loss of the Russian army dur- 
ing the last campaign may be estimated at more 
than 13,000 men, without counting the wounded.

Crean Quarters ror Animats.—It is 
unquestionably true that domestic animals 
may be well lodged, and well fed, and yet 
be uncomfortable. Where cleanliness is not 
regarded, even though there should be good 
sheds, stalls, and food, the condition of the 
animals will not be enviable. Laying in filth 
on a surface necessarily rough and even, 
frozen excrement and urine, in cold weather, 
produces restlessness and misery, and not 
unfrequently, disease and death “If the floor 
be level, the animal will neither lie nor stand 
with ease. The excrement, instead of being 
conveyed off, as is the case where there is a 
slight declination towards the hinder part of 
the floor, will accumulate beneath the animal 
and render his bed cold and wet. The man- 
ger, also, should be so constructed as to ad- 
mit of his food being taken without subject- 
ing him to any painful effort in obtaining it, 
or loss from trampling and fouling it with his 
feet —Maine Cultivator.
